SENATE.—Mr. Sherman presented resolu-

against this outtage upon the people of 
Ohio. 


The resolutions were accompanied by a 


note from Gov. Tod, saying that Col. Moo- 
dy did not permit, but that the negroes had 
been sent there as prisoners, and Col. 
Moody was obliged to take pare of them. 


Mr. Sumner said tha fact was, that the 


negroes were Bent there with ihctr masters 
as prisoners, and did serve their masters, 
but he believed no blame could be attached 
to Col. Moody, or the governor of Ohio for 
this. Major Jones, the inspector at Camp 
Chase, reported matters all right there. 


Mr. Grimes asked if any steps had been 


taken to free these negroes, as he supposed 
them to be free by the act of last summer, 
being found in the service of the enemy. 


Mr. Sherman replied that no steps had 


been taken that be knew of. The negroes 
he believed were still there. The matter 
would be called up on Monday, and he 
hoped some action should be soon taken 
whereby these negroes could be released.

NEW YOKE, April 25.

burg date of the 23d, states that Gen. Mc- 
Dowell's forces occupied that city, his head- 
quarters being in the house of Mr. Lacy, 
an aid to tho rebel Gen. Smith. The flotil- 
la succeeded in clearing the Rappahannock 
of obstructions, and reached Fredericks' 
burg on Saturday. 


Work has commenced on the Acquia 


Creek and Fredericksburg railroad, which 
will soon bo in running order. The rail- 
road bridge over the Rappabannock will be 
immediately rebuilt. 


Much valuable information relative to the 


course and condition of the roads south of 
us has been obtained from the contrabands 
and residents of Alexandria. 


An immense amount of flour remained 


in Fredericksburg, and over a thousand 
bushels of corn are now at the mills being 
ground for the use of the troops. The cot- 
ton factory at Falmouth continues to run 
as usual. 


The reports of barbarities perpetrated 


upon our men at Bull Run have not been 
exaggerated. Tho rebels dug up the re- 
mains of our soldiers and made spurs of 
their jaw bones, cutting up their skeletons 
into every conceivable form, sending the 
trinkets home to their friends. 


The rebel army is reported us boiug 


greatly demoralized by the present Union 
victories, the news of which tha rebel au- 
thorities in vain endeavor to suppress. 


The rebels quartered in Fredericksburg' 


ville, last weak, moved off towards Gordons- 


yille. and it is believed are encamped but a 
short distance from this place. 


Contrabands are flocking la by scores, 


many of them possessing valuable informa- 
tion. From them I learn that the rebels 
had a regiment of mounted negroes armed 
with sabres at Manassas, and that the regi- 
ment is still in the service near Gordons- 
ville.

discussion of the bill to abolish slavery in 
the District of Columbia brought out some 
facts that contrasted strangely with the as- 
sertions so often reiterated by pro-slavery 
men and northern doughfaces, that " the 
niggers can't take care of themselves !'• 


It is well known that there are a large 


number of free colored people in the Dis- 
trict, a little over 11,000, and the superin- 
tendent of the census bureau was called on 
to furnish an abstract of the census returns 
of 1860, to show what taxes they paid. The 
following is a copy of his reply :

mer a private was court-martialed for sleep- 
ing on his post out on Chain Bridge, near 
the upper Potomac.

for pardon, but was willing to meet his fate.

It is said that each rifleman 
scores up, in prairie style, the number of 
rebels hu has killed, by cutting a mark up- 
on the butt of his rifle. The rebels keep

and the rebels had got to know them by 
aight. They were not afraid of the blue 
coats at 500 yards. Some of Berdan's boys 
changed their garb to blue, and were a.low- 
ed to get within live or six hundred paces 
of 11 score of aecesh, when drawing a bead, 
they knocked over eight of the rebels at the 
firdt pop at them.
